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Wall St.’s Challenge 
To the People 


® The special session of Congress opens 
Monday. 

It opens in the midst of a business de- 
cline that may develop into a full-blown de- 
pression. 

Already thousands are being laid off or 
placed on short time, pay envelopes are grow- 
ing thinner. The masses of the people look 
to Congress for action. 

The Economic Royalists of our country 
are also seeking action. They are trying to 
take advantage of the business slump to 
sabotage recovery and put a gun to the head 
of Congress. 

They have already begun their campaign. 


Fach day the newspapers unloose a barrage 


of “dope” stories from Washington, plug- 
ging for various Big Business schemes and 
giving the impression that President Roose- 
velt is considering accepting them. 

The President. recently warned against 
these newspaper reports which completely 
ignore the problem of increasing the pur- 
chasing power of 40,000,000 Americans. 


Nevertheless, it is a fact that a united 


campaign is being waged by the Wall Street 
crowd, that terrific pressure is being put on 
Roosevelt, and that this pressure will be 
brought to bear on Congress. 

The Tories demand the repeal of the un- 
distributed profits and capital gains taxes. 
They say that these taxes are strangling 
business and thereby causing unemployment. 

They are urging the priming of the eco- 
nomic pump through loans to industries by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp.—at the 
same time that they demand further reduc- 
tions in government expenditures for relief. 

The public utilities—the worst racketeers 
of them all—are calling for a relaxation of 
the Utilities Holding Company Act and the 
abandonment of the New Deal plan for re- 
gional TVA’s to provide cheap electric power 
for the masses. 

And they have the gall to make these 
demands and to threaten all sorts of dire 
consequences at a time when the profits of 
the big corporations are going up. 

Yesterday’s New York Times published 
the figures of net income for the nine months 
ended Sept. 30 of thirteen of the leading util- 
ities. In nearly every case they show an 
INCREASE over the preceding year. 

The National City Bank reports that 
profits of 265 leading industrial corporations 
in the third quarter of this year were $343,- 
000,000, compared with $290,000,000 for the 
third quarter of 1936— an increase of 18.1 
per cent. 

Yes, the economic pump needs priming. 
But it needs priming not on the Hoover 
principle of pouring everything in at the 
top in the hope that some of it may trickle 
down below. It needs priming through 
placing more purchasing power in the 
hands of the workers, farmers and middle- 
class people of the country. 

The alarming feature of the present situ- 
ation is that while the reactionary Big

» A starving, desperate little 13-year-old 
boy yesterday gave a grim answer to the 
speeches of the Tories who howl that all 
relief is “wasteful extravagance.’ 

His name was William Troeller and he 
lived at 275 Driggs Ave., Brooklyn, in a 
family of eight, all of whom were slowly 
starving to death just as he was. Four 
weeks, the family—cut off relief a year ago

Frankly the London financial sheets declared that 
the pressure on the American gold reserves interna- 
tionally were a sympathetic movement of the world 
money changers to bring pressure on the Roosevelt 
government to lay off increased taxation on big capital 
and to revise the progressive legislative measures. in 
the interest of finance-capital. 

The London Financial News took up the anti- 
Roosevelt cudgels of their American Tory friends. 

. 

Thus far the gold movements are not serious. They 
are more in the nature of a symptom of growing dis- 
turbances in the international economy of capitalism 
and a potential threat. 

Political factors play a decisive role. Pressure is 
exerted not alone to influence internal American poli- 
cies in favor of the economic royalists but as well to 
try to keep the United States within the orbit of Tory 
aims on the question of foreign affairs. 

The reactionaries in the United States, in Britain 
and in the Fascist countries dread the strong monetary 
position of the Roosevelt administration. 

When the U. S. Treasury was finally compelled to 
let some of its gold move out of the country, it sent 
the yellow metal to the government of the People’s 
Front of France. 

In times of international political and economic 
stress the countries with large gold reserves are in a 
favorable situation. 

Because the U. S. and the Soviet Union have the 
largest gold reserves in the world the British Tories 
and the Fascist nations are uneasy. 

Not so long ago a Boston financial writer declared 
the huge gold reserves in the U. S. S. R. were a force 
for peace. 

Therefore, the British Tories want to change the 
world gold balances, if they can. 

And the American Tories itch to get their hands on 
the gigantic gold reserves to throw them into the 
scales against progressive measures in Congress and 
to block any real steps for international peace col- 
laboration.
